Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 720 (JP 7- 
28720). JP 720 shows a fluid control apparatus including MFC 53, on-off devices 
comprising two port valves 56, 55 and valve mounts 10/24 and 1 1/25. 

Applicant's remarks have been fully considered but are not deemed persuasive. 
In the embodiment of a single two port valve on either side of a MFC, the only ports that 
will or need to be held in communication are the valve port adjacent the MFC and the 
MFC port, which is what is shown in JP 720. The ports join at the upper side of the 
mounts and the lower side of the components. It is noted that the instant valve mounts 
are composites of plural elements.
